COURSE DESCRIPTION: 


This course provides an introduction to China’s history from earliest times to the modern era. The first half of the 
course is devoted to traditional China and consists of a series of thematic lectures on China’s political, 
philosophical/religious, social, economic, diplomatic and cultural traditions. The second half focuses on China since 
1800. with particular emphasis on the West in China; on the three stages of the Chinese revolution (Taiping, Nationalist 
and Communist); and on the transformation of China after 1949.

40%, final exam - 60%. For those students who do write an optional paper, the grading distribution will be as follows: 
mid-term - 25%, paper 25%, final - 50%.
